W ASHINGTON (UPI) — President Ford, 
responding to a House defeat of a gasoline tax 
increase, urged Republican and Democratic 
leaders today to speed up and toughen their 
energy program which White House aides call 
“ fluff and marshmallow.” 
House Speaker Curl Albert, Democratic lead­ 
er Thomas P. “T ip " O’Neill and other Demo­ 
crats joined OOP leaders in the Cabinet Room 
five months after Ford had told them there was 
no time to be wasted in enacting a program to 
make America independent of foreign fuel 
supplies by 1985. 
Aides told newsmen that Ford ordered the 
meeting Wednesday night alter the House 
ignored the wishes of Rep. A1 I liman, D-Ore., 
chairman of the Ways and Means Committee, 
and voted to strip the proposed energy program 
of any gasoline tax hike 
The House also voted to increase oil import 
quotas. Both actions went contrary to Ford’s 
wishes. 
Ullman, who is chief author of the legislation, 
said after the vote that what is left of the bill 
might still comprise "the centerpiece for an 
energy concept . 
Ford had been planning to devote his post- 
breakfast time soley to preparing lor his second 
Oval Office conference* in two days with visting 
Israeli Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin, but 
judged the need for discussion on energy so vital 
that he scheduled the congressional meeting. 
His aides minced no words in describing 
White House disappointment with the House 
vote Wednesday. 
Some used even less parliamentary language 
than "fluff and marshmallow.” They said they 
believed the public would accept the tougher 


measures supported 
by 
Ford and 
Ullman, 
which they said were designed to forestall 
American sliding into a long term energy crisis. 
The House decided on a 209-187 vote to erase 
the tax from the energy bill, ignoring pleas from 
its leadership for the measure and listening 
instead to a four-term member from Arkansas 
who said people just aren't ready for a higher 
gasoline tax . 
Rep. Bill Alex ander, D-Ark., made the mo­ 
tion to delete. He said “ 1 cannot vote for a 
proposal that takes the money out of the hides 
of the rural people of this country." 
He said they have no mass transit to tall back 
on when driving a car gets too ex pensive. 
The gasoline tax had been a focal point ol 
Democratic energy proposals since last winter 
when Ford outlined his own energy program. 
Ford's program is based on an oil tariff and 
other measures designed to raise the cost of all 
fuels made from oil. 
Ullman had called the gasoline tax “ an 
absolute necessity for an energy policy." 
But he told reporters alter the vote that the 
bill’s other provisions —quotas on im|K>rted oil, 
tax es on business use ot fuels, tax breaks tor 
conservation, tax es on fuel-inefficient cars — 
can be "the centerpiece tor an energy concept 
... Even without the gasoline tax ... we have still 
got a viable program." 
The tax . as originally promised, would have 
raised gasoline lax es by an amount up to 25 
cents a gallon by 1977, depending on levels ol 
consumption. 
That could have meant $1 a 
gallon gasoline. Administration officials have 
said prices might go to 70 cents a gallon under 
Ford’s proposals and Arab oil price increases.

Carey caught most observers 
off guard Wednesday when he 
concluded an impromtu news 
c onf e r e nc e follow ing th e

who scuffled with police and 
conservation officers W ednes­ 
day in an unsuccessful a t­ 
tempt to prevent them from 
taking the d« » e, said today, 
“ We can't bring the deer back 
to life, but something has to be 
done so this doesn't happen 
again. I’m not going to let this 
m atter drop." 


But the LaFalce family— 
and a legion of friends and 
sympathizers 
aren’t the only 
ones to feel the impact of the 
deer's death. The DEC’» Re 


gion III office in New Paltz, 
which ordered the removal of 
t h e 
1 1 • m o n t h - o 1 d 
domesticated doe, has been 
inundated by telephone cnlls 
and complaints since the inci­ 
dent was first brought to pub­ 
lic attention. 


An employe at Region Ill’s 
Bureau of Wildlife said today 
that department {» ersonnel are 
"very sorry" that 
the deer 
died, and that they "never 
iagined 
anything 
like 
this 
would happen.” 


"We were only concerned 
with the deer," she said, “we 
only wanted to return it to the 
wild where it would have a 
chance to live naturally. It 
would 
have 
been 
watched 
closely, and it there was any 
chance that it wouldn't sur­ 


vive we would have moved it to 
a more protected area." 
Fred Ford, director of the 
Bureau of Wildlife, assumed a 
somewhat 
different 
stance, 
however. "There was a lot of 
unfortunate 
publicity," 
he 
said, 
‘a great many people 
prejudged 
the 
department 
without all the facts . . . there 
were a great number of half- 
facts 
and 
falsities 
spread 
around." 
" I’m sure that all the facts 
will come out when the com­ 
missioner completes his in­ 
vestigation." Ford added. 
O ne of L a F a lc e 's m ost 
strenuous objections was that 
conservation officers and state 
|x » lice entered his property, 
cut his fence and removed the 
animal without a court order 
or legal papers of any kind. 
"What 
kind of country 
is 


this," he asked, “ where the 
state can walk right in and 
destroy a person’* pr« » |» er1y 
w ith out 
any leg al doc u­ 
ment*?" 
He 
had 
originally 
asked for a court hearing, and 
had promised to relinquish the 
animal it a court demanded it 
Norman 
Kellar, 
LaFalce's 
attorney, was just ax disturl» ed 
by the state's actions Wednes 
day. "It's an outrage, 
said 
Kellar, 
"we’ve 
had enough 
storming 
in 
this 
country. 
There should at 
least have 
been 
a 
hearing. The state 
trampled on this m an’s prop­ 
erty and on his rights as a 
citizen." 
According to 1)EU officials, 
however, a warrant is not nec­ 
essary for enforcement of the 
conservation Law. And they 
pointed out that the deer is the 
legal property of the state, and 
that LaFalce broke the law 
w h e n 
he 
h a r b or e d 
a nd 
domesticated the animal. 
lacFnlce, 
meanwhile, 
has 
t*ven more problems to con­ 
tend with. He was arrested 
Wednesday by state police and 
charged with obstructing gov 
ernmental administration af 
ter trying to stop conservation 
officers trom taking the deer. 
And 17-year -old Jill Lawton, 
a friend of the LaFalce family, 
was arrested for second degree 
assault after allegedly striking 
a 
state trooper during the 
fracas. Both were released in 
their own custody {» ending an 
appearance 
in 
New 
Paltz 
Town Court Friday night. 
The tranquilized, but still 
conscious and kicking deer, 
was loaded into a wooden crate 
W e dne s da y m orning and 
transported to the Cranberry 
Mountain State (lame Pre­ 
serve near Pawling. When the 
crate was opened, the animal 
was dead.

For the first time in recent 
memory, voters of the New 
Paltz Cental School District 
voted down a proposed budget 
Wednesday with a record turn­ 
out at the polls. 
And a close race for three 
board of education seats found 
tw o c h a lle ng e rs , T erranc e 
Copeland and Sally Rhoads, 
and one of two incumbents 
se e k ing e le c tion, B artlett 
Wagner, victorious in a field of 
six . 
l)r. Jam es L. Hicken. dis­ 
trict s up e rinte nde nt, c om ­ 
mented after the results were 
announced, "We've never lost 
a budget before." He blamed 
the incident 
largely on the 
“ general 
economy,” 
stating 
that this was "the only place 
people have to say ‘no’." 
He, 
and 
several 
others, 
pointed also to the incomplete 
tax picture in the Town of 
Gardiner, which is ex pected to 
increase school tax es there, as 
a contributory factor in the 
budget’s defeat. 
Dr. Hicken noted that the 
us ua l vote r tur nout w as 
"around 7(H) or 8(H).” The total 
Wednesday was 1,455. 
There is an old adage among 
budget watchers that a large 
voter turnout usually means 
the budget will be defeated. 
This was thought to be espe­ 
cially the case in New Paltz, as 
droves of senior citizens a r­ 
rived at the |x » lls in the alter- 
noon, a c c ording to som e 
sources, and there was even a 
busload of about GO trans­ 
ported 
to 
the 
New 
Paltz 
Middle School 
There was no tax increase 
forecast in the Town of New 
Paltz with the $4.088 million 
budget, up about ten percent 
from the current one. Gardiner 
comprises about 25 percent ol 
the tax roll in the district, said 
Board of Education President 
Siegfried Bart. 
Bart said the board will now 
have to “take another look at 
it” (the budget). He claimed 
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not to be greatly surprised by 
the 760-600 defeat, hut was 
"disappointed." 


He said Proposition

a uth or iz a tion to p urch ase 
three large and two smaller 
buses at a total cost of $75,(MR) 
and 
also 
defeated 
781-509, 
would in all probability be one 
item the board would not put 
before the voters again 
this 
summer. The purchase was to 
have been the start ol a pro­ 
gram to upgrade the bus fleet. 
Bart also pointed to the “et 
onomic situation" 
as a pos­ 
sible cause ol the budget de­ 
feat. adding tfiat a split board 
on the budget and on the 
teachers' salaries did not help 
either. 
He commented that he did 


not feel the budget defeat was 
an indication that New Paltz, 
with the highest per capita 
pupil ex penditure in the conn 
tv, was opposed to “quality 
educat ion.

Other items recovered either at Runyan's residence or 
at a warehouse included an lH-loot boat with a 100-horsej>ower 
engine, ta|>e players, refrigerators, freezers, copper wire, canned 
lood and jewelry. 
“ He had a pretty good memory alwiut where it all came 
from," l/eaheig said. "The discovery just about clears up all 
of our local burglaries in the last three years. 
“ We were always puzzled at how things kept disappearing 
Irom locked buildings, but it is hard to susj>ect a guy like 
Runyan.” 


Runyan was a Boy Scout leader, the .lennmgs.County Civil 
Defense director, a part-time special sheriffs deputy, and. as 
a merchants' policeman, had keys to most commercial and 


public buildings. 


Police said most of the items were taken from stores and 
schools Runyan had been paid to protect in this city of around 
5.1 M i |»erouns. 


Authorities said Runyan was believed to have sold only one 
article during the three years 
a small tool. 
Runyan, 45, was arrested Monday night. He was released on 
$](),(M) bond Wednesday after his appearance for arraignment 
was delayed in Jennings Circuit Court. He was given his 
temporary freedom while his attorney prepares his plea.

Hut bow 
long will he really he there 
before he gets out? The answer 
may come as a shock. 


Robert K. Kaiser, director of 
the regional parole office in 
Poughkeepsie cited the follow­ 
ing three examples: 
• In 1973 a man was sen­ 
tenced in Ulster County Court 
to a prison term having a 
maximum of seven years on a 
charge of third degree criminal 
sale of a dangerou. drug. On 
May 23 of this year he was 
released on parole after serving 
a little more than two years in 
prison. The decision to grant 


parole was made In the parole 
Is »ard. 


• In March 1971 a man was 
sentenced to a prison term 
having a maximum of seven 
years on a sexual abuse charge 
in a “ brutal sex case. 
The 
parole board denied him par­ 
ole several times, the most 
recent d e n ial com ing in 
February of this year because 
he was considered a "poor 
risk 
Net only three months 
later he was released from pris­ 
on under the state's condi­ 
tional release law after serving 
only two-thirds of his max­ 
imum sentence. 
• In April of this year an 
offender was sentenced to one 
year in the Ulster County -fail 
on a possession of stolen prop­ 
erty charge. He had served 49 
days in jail while awaiting 
sentencing. In May. alter serv­ 
ing slightly ore than a month 
in the county tail following 
sentencing, he was released, to 
remain on parole lor one year 
from the date of release. 


The above are examples of 
the following tact: only a very 
low 
percentage of offenders 
spend the maximum time, as 
set at the date of sentencing, 
in prison or jail, according to 
parole officials. 


In the case of prison sen­ 
tences (also called indefinite 
sentences) there are basically 


two ty|M*s as explained by 
Kaiser, those in whuh a judge 
sets a minimum f»eri«*d of in­ 
carceration (i.e. 9 
to 7 years) 
or those in which he sets no 
minimum. 


In the former case, an of­ 
fender would have to sjrend 


•Vi years in prison before be­ 
coming eligible lor parole; jail 
time sjH'nt awaiting sentenc­ 
ing would be credited toward 
the It' 
years. 


In (he case when the judge 
sets no minimum period of 
incarceration, the state parole 
board itself sets (he minimum 
period (generally no more than 
hall the maximum t»eriod>. 


In general, according to par­ 
ole officials, the minimum f>e- 
riod s|K*nt in a state prison 
would fw one year, but there 
are exceptions. In an extreme 
example, it a person s|>ent two 
years in a county jail awaiting 
sentencing, and then was sen 
fenced to a maximum of three 
years in prison, he would nev 
er. in effect, go to prison. 


The reason; the state’s con­ 
ditional release law. Under the 
law. an inmate must be re­ 
leased from prison when the 
"good time' he has earned in 
prison is greater than or equal 
to the amount of time left on 
his maximum sentence. What 


it means is that almost in­ 
variably an inmate must be 
released 
after 
serving 
two 
thirds of his maximum sen 
tenee. since almost 
without 
exception, according to parole 
officials, an m inmate is given 
the maximum of |() days “ good

Rockefeller’s posi­ 
tion on the Vietnam War had marked him as a 
pronounced hawk, and he was also suspect ot having 
indirect ties to the CIA. Therefore the possibility of 
a tepid, watered down report was thought very real.

Fra nce Hea ded Oil Resista nce

W A S H IN G T O N 
Congressional investigators have gotten 
hold ot some explosive documents, which suggest that the world 
oil crisis could have been averted. 
The documents allege that France wanted to break the oil- 
producing cartel hack in December, 1973. The French believed 
that the consuming countries could have prevented the dis­ 
astrous price rise it they had stood together, according to the 
documents. 
I his completely contradicts the popular impression that 
France, more than any other nation, refused to hold the line 
against the oil increase and, thereby, precipated the collapse 
ol consumer solidarity. 
But the documents lay the blame on Secretary of State Henrv 
Kissinger, claiming he favored cooperation instead of confron 
tation with the oil bloc. His pursuit of a Middle Kast 
settlement, it is alleged , led him to take a soft line with the 
Arabs on oil. 
“ He seemed to . . . underestimate ecomomics and over­ 
estimate the Middle Kast 
(silitical problem,” states one 
confidential paper. 
There is no dispute about what hap|>ened thereafter. The 1») 
nations, which control 85 percent of the crude moving in 
international commerce, quadrupled the price of oil. 
The consuming nations scrambled to make separate deals 
with the oil potentates. Oil that was produced in the Middle 
Kast for II cents a barrel suddenly began selling for $11 a 
barrel. Some frantic companies bid up the price of oil as high 
as $2-1 a barrel. 
I his gave the Western world the greatest jolt since World 
W ar II. There was a massive transfer of wealth from the 
consuming countries to the oil producers. The world’s financial 
system was strained to the breaking jxiint. And the industrial 
nations were plunged into an economic crisis. 
Now the oil potentates, even as they are wallowing in their 
new wealth, are talking about raising prices another $4 |H*r 
barrel in September. This continuing economic assault u|>on 
the oil-im|N>rting nations has caused more damage than a 
military attack. 
Sen. Frank Church, I).-Idaho, a power on the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee, is preparing to challenge the IJ, S. policy 
of placating the oil exporting countries. He wants to know what 
the United States has received in return for arming Iran and 
Saudi Arabia, the kingpins of the oil cartel. 
The shah has sjjearheaded the drive for higher and higher 
oil prices. The Saudis, on the other hand, have shown more 
concern about the economic damage they are inflicting upon 
t he W est. 
Senator Church has ordered his subcommittee to delve into 
the intricacies of oil diplomacy. He believes the consuming 
countries, before they are left in economic ruins, must take a 
tough, united stand against the oil giants. 
He has information, however, that it is not the French, but 
Kissinger, who still wants to ap|K*ase the oil cartel. As one 
confidential document puts it, "Since HO percent of the dollar 
value of raw materials exports moving in international trade 
today originates from (the consuming) countries, the French 
have taken the position that the major oil consumers should 
not fear discussing this subject with the oil producers . ., 
"Closer U.S.-France relations are needed if the consumer 
governments are to have any effective leverage over (the Oil 
cartel). If the U.S. unilaterally cuts off arms shipments and 
other industrial goods to Iran, the possibility exists that the 
French and others would step in and take the business . . . 
"(B u t) the French care more about heading oft another oil 
price rise than about selling Mirages to the Shah." 
The most sensational revelation in the confidential docu­ 
ments is that the French suggested possible military action in 


1975 to break the oil squeeze. "T he French representative at 
the United Nations," alleges one document, "took (American 
Ambassador John) Scali aside and raised the issue of joint 
U.S.-French military action . . . References to the French 
pro|w>sal were made at the embassy level and were reflected 
in cable traffic." 
This report was flatly denied by Ixith Kissinger and Scali. 
"Total nonsense,” Kissinger told us. "Incredible,” echoed 
Scali. The former UN Ambassador recalled only one conversa­ 
tion with the French representative on the oil crisis in late 1975, 
As Scali re me be red it, he had insisted oil prices could be 
brought down, and the French representative contended the 
prices would hold. They bet a dinner on the outcome 
he said. 
The reason the French left the other oil-importing countries 
and began negotiating their own oil deals, according to the 


documents, was because Kissinger tried to dictate terms. 
"Kissinger made it impossible pol i ti cal l y 
for the D *01’" 
government to cooperate with the U.S. on the oil Pr<nIe.n\’ 
states one document. "But differently, the breakdown in U.S.- 
France relations was not over an unwillingness to cooperate but 
over the structure wihin which that cooperation would take 


place." 
,, 
n 
A State Department spokesman disputed this. Any rrentn 
offer of ct »operation, he said, "had no practical significance. 
When we tried to tie them down to something specific, they 


would always refuse to go along. 
Kissinger’s first priority in late 1975, the spokesman re­ 
minded us, was to keep the Middle Kast "from blowing up 
again." The Secretary had to keep this objective in mind in 
his dealings with the oil producers, the s|H>kesman said. 


A "necessary b usiness exp ense" ? 


What was issued, however, were detailed findings 
of nefarious CIA activities on the domestic scene, 
an area generally thought not of that agency s 
purview. Boo many instances of private mail open­ 
ings, wiretapping, room bugging and dossiers com­ 
piled on more than 300,(XX) American citizens are 
some of the distasteful findings included in the 
commission’s report. 


The eight-man panel has also collected informa­ 
tion of possible CIA involvement in assassination 
plots against foreign leaders, but President Ford has 
decided to withhold this data from the public, citing 
its “ extreme sensitivity,’’ instead referring the 
material to the Justice Department for possible 
future prosecution. 


Congress, too, will now be able to accelerate its 
investigations, drawing largely from material pro­ 
vided by the Rockefeller Commission. It is expected 
that the final upshot to bridle some of the power 
of the CIA will be the creation of a joint House- 
Senate committee to oversee CIA activities.

today’s markets are naturals 
for microwave cooking. Ex­ 
amples are: canned and frozen 
food items; mixes for soups, 
puddings, sauces, beverages, 
and snacks; and delicatessen 
foods. Thawing frozen foods 
using microwaves requires 
only minutes compared with 
hours using conventional 
methods, leftover foods can 
be quickly heated to serving 
temperature in the microwave 
appliances without burning or 
drying. The ease and speed of 
microwave cooking offers ad­ 
vantages 
to 
households 
in 
which the homemaker works; 
single households; and house­ 
holds that include children, 
elderly, or handicapped indi­ 
viduals.

Scouting at the state facility 
was operating on a small scale 
when 
Dr.

Soforenko 
became hospital administrator 
in August, 1970. Since then it 
has grown to where there are 
now ‘20 Bov Scout troops and 
one Girl Scout troop among 
the 2,516 residents of Orient 
State Hospital.

Seeks Return 
To Prison Life 


B A U L K (»ROVE, Iowa (UPI) — After lour 
months in the outside world. Inmate 11)1418 has 
decided freedom in America isn’t all it 
is 
cracked up to be. 
Robert Ray Ferguson, who left Iowa S tate 
Penitentiary just last February, is hitter. He's 
thinking of going back to prison. Armed robbery 
should do the trick, he figures. 
Ferguson was Iwirn, raised and spent all hut 
two of his 40 years in prison. On the outside, 
he has found himself jobless and often lonely. 
"Society has put me down," he says, because 
of his criminal record 
-includ ing 18 felony 
convictions in his 40 years. 
"I like the freedom but you don't exist on 
freedom,” Ferguson said. "Y o u don't get your 
l> ed and IVhk! on freedom. 
“ You got to support yourself , but I can ’t find 
a job," he said. “ It com e’s down to what are you 
going to do - it really does something to your 
mind. Mentally I’m still in prison." 
Ferguson, who lives with and does yard and 
cleanup work for longtime friends Emmett and 
M ary Lam er here, told UPI he is becoming 
desperate. 
“ I’m getting pretty dam n serious about get­ 
ting hack in (prison)," he said. " I ’d do it by 
committing arm ed robbery 
that is going to 
get me the most years. I’d rob a gas station and 
then turn myself in." 
Asked when he'll stage the robbery, Ferguson 
said he has no timetable. 
“ When I get really uptight, then I’ll go do it." 
Ferguson feels society simply is not willing to 
take the risk of hiring an ex-con.

T h e Earners, a working couple who live in a 
sm all house, said Ferguson isn’t a burden to 
them. 
Earner’s wife, Mary, a hairdresser, said: "Y o u 
just have to get to know Bobby and trust him. 
If you go through your whole life being treated 
like he has, it’s tough."
